While the opposition journals are 
trymg to distort the results of a, 
Manitoba provincial bye-election in- 
to an tndication of Territoria! og- 
ipion on the rolicy of the Federal 
Government, the Winnipeg Free 
Press in the following artuoje, reveals 
the real method by which Premier 
Roblin holds gower in that province 
ana by which the bye-election in 
Mountpin was won, 

The Mpnitoba voters’ lists are 
based upon a system of personal 
registration. This law dates from 
1902, A man, it he is in the con- 
stituency. must present himself | 
gereonully at the registration booth 
and register, wmless he is too il] 
to attend. In that case he can 
ibe registered y proxy, Absen- 
fees can also be registered by any 
person who can make adeclaration 
¢hat of their personal knowledge 
they, thourh entitled to be regis- 
fered, are absent from the con- 
stituencys, 

The elector who presents himseif 
ut a registration booth has to an- 
swer 2 long list of interrogatories, 
the answers ta which are written 
dewn; then he has to make a dec- 
ftarntion. ,fExperience has shown 
that only from 15 to 20 names 
ean be registered during an hour. 
fn one registration district in this 
city m 1903 it tock six days work- 
ng from 9 m the merning to 10 

night for the clerk to record 
some 350 names. 

The first lists were made under 
this syatem n May, 1903, 
just prior to the local generaj 
elections. For the purpose of that 
het, prery gersom had tte register 
cersonally, and booths were estab- 
lished in every registration district 
anda Kept open from Monday morn- 
mg to Seturday night, The time 
was too short, however, and the 
hsts that sesulted were defective 


in thet many names that should 
have been on them were absent. 
When the present Provinmal 


franchise aci ®as placed on the 
statute boctk., it provided for the 
“making of Provincial lists by per- 
somal registration only before ev- 
ery election, The list made for 2 
general @feetion remained avyail- 
pbie for election purposes for 
year and then lapsed, 

The lists upon which the local 
elections of 1903 were fought would 
therefore in the ordinary course of 
events have ceased to exist in Jy] 
1904. 

But at the session of the ¢ 
iBlature im 1904 the law was chang 
ed. By this it was provided that 
the lists should be kept peTman- 
ently im commission by an nnual 
fevision. Names were te b: 
pied over from the old lis: in}ess 
appealed against ; and new names 
were to be ‘added by persona] regis. 
tration @s fn previous years. 

in T1903 the registration clerics 
were appomted by the County 
Court Judges sitting as 4 Board 


car- 


of Registration; by the law of 1904 { 


the Government took this power 
away from the judges and assumed 
bt itself. One registration clerk 
was eppointed for each constitu- 
eney, but’ he travelled from coint 
to poimt, receiving applications and 
gutting im many days at th- iask. 
am country constituencies from 8 
to 15 days were given uy to this 
work, 

The revision of 1904 was 2 move 
in the game of Dominion jolitics, 
Under the Dominion Franchise Act 
the Domfaion uses the Provincia} 
hsts for Tominion gurposes an 
those provinces that have verman- 
ent voters’ dists. 

By croviding fcr the revision a 
year ago the Roblin Governmeny 
made the Province's iist available 
for Pominion yurpeses. In shori 
‘they undertook, with the rrovin- 
@ial officials, to make a list for 
the Dominion election, whch was 
known to fe impending. 

The Manitoba Liberals protested 
to Ottawa against this action of 
the Manitobe Government, and 
asked that legislation be passed 
roviding for the making of new 
hsts for Dominien purposes. Ie 
the exyectatipn that this lemsle- 
tion would be forthcoming, not 
much aftterition was paid by the 
Liberals ete caged iy e, 
year ago, w the resuit taat the 
hets were loaded against them to 
the extent of many Hundreds of 
votes, WO RY Tia.
